Forest Fires on H. B. Railway 


Large Areas Burned Over With Great 
Loss of Timber and’ Supplies 
Large areas of forest have been de- 
stroyed this year by fires which have 
occurred along the Hudson Bay Rail- 
Way, under construction for the Do- 
minion government between Le Pas 
and Port Nelson, Manitoba. It is es- 
timated that the burned area will to- 
tal not less than 500,000 acres, caus- 
in a destruction of forest values 
amounting to $250,000, in addition to 
a heavy loss of game and fur-bearing 
animals. In some cases, considerable 
quantities of supplies belonging to 
»ARway contractors were also destroy- 

eu. 

| The country which the railway tra- 
verses contains considerable jack pine, 
spruce, black spruce and birch, aver- 
aging from 4 to 30 inches at the butt, 
along the rivers, creeks and lakes and 
islands. All the high land 
{has a fairly good average stand of tim- 
ber, chiefly a reproduction from prev- 
jious fires, which probably occurred 
about forty years ago. In the mus- 


kegs, the timber is, of course, stunt- 
ed, on uccount of lack of drainage. 
An attempt to prevent fires in this 


section hag been made by the- Domin- 
ion forestry branch, through the ap- 
pointment of firerangers, put their ef- 
forts have been only partially effec- 
tive owing to the defective condition 
of the fire-protective appliances on 
the railway engines, as well as to the 
carelessness or negligence of sub-con- 
itractors and of unemployed laborers 
jtramping along the railway line. 

The Hudson Bay Railway is not sub- 
ject to the jurisdicition of the railway 
| ‘commissic n, but is under the direct 
control of the department of railways 
aud cunals. =

Forest Fireson H.B. Railway 
Large Areas Burned Over With Great 
Loss of Timber and Supplies 


Large areas of forest have been de- 
stroyed this year by fires which have 


occurred along the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way, under construction for the Do- 
minion government between Le Pas 
and Port Nelson, Manitoba. It is es- 
timated that the Burned area will to- 
tal not less than 600.000 acres, caus- 
in a destruction of forest values 


amounting to $250,000,.in addition to 
a heavy loss of game and fur-bearing 
animals. In some cases, considerable 
quantities of supplies belonging to 
railway contractors were also destroy- 
ed. 

The couniry which the railway tra- 
verses contains considerable jack pine, 
spruce, black spruce and birch, aver- 
aging from 4 to 30 inches at the butt, 
along the rivers, creeks and lakes and 
aiso on the islands. All the high land 
has a fairly good average stand of tim- 
ber, chiefly a reproduction from prev- 
ious fires, which probably occurred 
about, forty years ago. In the mus- 
kegs, the timber is, of course, stunt- 
ed, on uccount of lack of drainage. 

An attempt to prevent fires ia this 
section has been made by the Domin- 
ion forestry branch, through the ‘ap- 
pointment of firerangers, put their ef- 
forts have been only partially effec- 
tive owing to the defective condition 
of the fire-protective appliances on 


(the railway engines, as well as to the 


carelessness or negligence of sub-con- 
tractors and of unemployed laborers 
tramping along the railway line. 

The Hudson Bay Railway is not sub- 
ject to the jurisdicition of the railway 
commission, but is under the direct 
control of the department of railways 
aud canals
